Brookline firemen are confident 
after the campaign of education they 
have been conducting to obtain more 
time off duty for their homes, church and 
recreations, the people of the town will 
vote solidly in their favor at the special 
town meeting ballot Thursday, on the 
question whether the firemen shall be 
granted one day off in five instead of 
one day off in eight as at present. 

“A strong argument in our favor,” said 
one of the captains today, “is that the 
increased cost of maintenance of the de- 
partment under the one day off in five 
system would amount only to 3 mills 
increase in the tax rate.

WASHINGTON—With enthusiasm in 
the first Democratic House in 16 years 
and solemn formality in the Republican 
Senate, the Sixty-second Congress came 
into being at noon today, beginning a 
called by President Taft for the 
consideration of Canadian reciprocity, 
but destined apparently to be continued 
through a long contest for tariff revision 
and for party advantage in the coming 
presidential campaign. 

Following his election 
Champ Clark of Missouri, 
217 of 365 votes east, sounded the 
slogan of the Democratic party in a 
speech calling for tariff revision down- 
ward and general legislation in behalf 
of the “millions of families” who now 
find it “difficult to live in deceney and 
comfort.” 

With Governor Harmon of Ohio and 
William Jennings Bryan of Nebraska on 
the floor, the triumphant Democratic 
majority shouted in exultation and then 
settled down to think seriously on the 
responsibilities whieh Speaker Clark 
outlined. 

Rain fell all day and wind swept the 
avenues but Democrats thronged the Cap- 
itol and thousands of spectators, regard- 
less of politics, crowded the corridors 
for an opportunity of witnessing the 
opening scenes. 

The House was the main attraction 
and there the packed galleries applauded 
the flower-decked members. Messengers 
scrambled over each other trying to de- 
liver telegrams of. congratulations, of 
which Speaker Clark received basketfuls. 

The Republican minority, with its new 
leader, Representative Mar@ of Lllinge, 
was on hand and Mr. Cannon, the de- 
posed speaker looked on with a brave 
show of pleasure “as he saw his Demo- 
eratic successor take office. 

On the Senate side the new senators 
presented their credentials and the whole 
Senate whs sworn in with the usual 
formalities. As the roll was called the 
members came forward and took tlie 
oath. Vice-President Sherman was in 
the chair. 

Shortly before the~House met, Mr. 
Bryan sauntered upon the floor. A burst 
of applause from the Democratic side 
and the galleries marked his progress 
from the door to a seat well up on thie 
Democratic side. , Members rushed to 
greet him. | 

At this moment Gov. Judson Harmon 
of Ohio, another presidential possibility, 
was discovered in the crowd. There was 
another outburst of applause, culminat- 
ing as the Ohioan waJked up to Mr. 
Bryan and smilingly shook his hand. 
Both men took seats and were inter- 
ested witnesses of the opening. 

Mr. Bryan had the privilege of the 
floor as a former member and Mr. Har- 
mon because of his being Governor of 
a state.

BILL FAR REACHING 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


HARRISBURG, Pa.-—-With the approval 
Tener a bill has been intro- 
iduced in the Legislature, establishing a 
public service commission with power to 
regulate 2 classes of public service, also 
corporations or persons engaged in quasi- 
public business as well as holding com- 


panies. 

The present state railroad commission 
is abolished. 

The commission is given power to regu- 
late service in “its broadest and most in- 
clusive sense,” inckuding regulation of 
rates and charges; alterations in facili- 
ties; granting of transfers; construction 
of crossings, stations, etc., and regulation 
of quantity and quality of water, gas, 
electric light, heat and power furnished. 

[t is empowered to make physical val-

Questions relating to interstate com- 
merce can be appealed to the federal in- 
terstate commerce commission and all 
other acts of the commission can be 
taken to the state courts.

CONSTANTIN 
Shefket Pasha, the 
delivered a speech just before starting 
on his tour of inspection through the 


Macedontan provinces, in an endeavor 


to explain that the military credits had 
not increased enormously, as had been 


so frequently stated since the restora- 


tion of the constitution. 

By way of proof, he declared that the 
excess of expenditure during two years 
was only £1T5,500,000. Comparing the 
situation in Turkey with that in Siberia, 
he declared that the latter country had 
expended a sum equivalent to one and 
a half times her annual revenue on the 
occasion of the Bosnian crisis. 

An increase of 23 per cent was, he 
declared, shown in the .Turkish army 
estimates, as compared with the first 
constitutional budget, whereas increases 
of 120, 110 and 83 per cent, had been 
shown in the estimates for the depart- 
ments of navy, public instruction, and 
public works. The effectiye peace es- 
tablishment was, he continued, 280,000 
men, and the present total was the abso- 
lute minimum consistent with safety. 

Continuing, he emphasized the various 
reforms that had been brought about, 
jineluding the increase of infantry by 
‘105 battalions, the opening of 17 schools 
officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers, in addition to the construction of 
barracks and fortifications at  <Adri- 
anople, Yania, and Scutari, in. Albania. 

With regard to the enlistment of non- 
Moslems in the army, he considered that 
the result was excellent, and would 
undoubtedly lead to the period of 
military service being reduced to two 
years. 

With respect to affairs in Yemen, 
Mahmud Shefket Pasha said that he was 
unable to make any definite statement 
at the present moment, but that it 
would appear that the campaign would 
be shortly brought to a satisfactory 
termination. 


SUPREME COMMAND 
OVER ARMY (9 GIVEN 
TO GHINA'S EMPEROR 


PEKING—An imperial edict issued 
Monday by the primce regent, in the 
name of the child Emperor, gives the 
Emperor supreme command of the army 
and vests his authority in the prince 
regent until the Emperor attains his 
ma jority. 

The proclamation is the most import- 
ant of a series of edicts by~which the 
throne has gradually raised the military 
standard until the army, which was once 
the most despised profession, is now 
considered of the highest type. 

It reviews at length the valorous his- 
tory of the ancestors of the present dy- 
nasty and intimates that dangers are 
lurking about the frontiers. 

It declares the necessity of a great 
army and demands that families discon- 
tinue selfishly seeking their own in- 
terests and unite, as every family will 
suffer if conquered.

==RATIONAL GOLF== 


By JASON ROGERS 


The manner jin which most people who 
begin golf jn middle age are made to 
‘approach the ditliicult preblem which lies 
before them is the-subject of a very in- 
teresting article in the London Field. 
Before attempting to propose any prev- 
tical alteration of the usual methods of 
instruction, says the Field. it will be well 
briefly to state the problem. The aim, 
then, broadly speaking (though this, alas! 
is not the whole of golt), must, in the 
first place, be to make the stroke spon- 
taneous, and in the second (though this 
is really involved it the first point) to 
adapt the style as absolutely and exactly 
as possible to the peculiarities and capac- 
ities of the individual player. 

It.is obvious that when one has the 
good fortune to begin the game in youth 
a natural development is comparatively 
easy. The style grows with the capacity: 
it becomes and coniinues an actual part 
of the player. But in the case under 
consideration no development. of this -kind 
is possible. We must’seek to attain our 
two objects by. some other means. To 
begin with, a rigid adherence to conven- 
| tional precepts is likely to be 6f very 
little service. One notices that very few 
of the best know n players of the day are 
very strict in ohservance ofitheni. 


Almost every player of note has some 
variation from the normal, and has that 
variation, one may be sure, because it 
suits his particular personality. Again,

results can be attained by making the

HEN the Sixty-first Congress closed its business on March 4 it had 
failed to take action on the Canadian reciprocity agreement and .per-

“Whereas, by this special message dated Jan. 26, 1911, there was trans- 
mitted to the Senate and House of Representatives an agreement between 
the department of state and the Canadian government in regard to reci- 
procal tariff legislation, together with an earnést recommendation that the 
necessary legislation be promptly adopted ; 

“And, Whereas, a bill to carry into effect said agreement has passed the 
House of Representatives but has failed to reach a vote in the Senate; 

“And, Whereas, the agreement stipulates not only that the President of 
the United States will communicate to Congress the conclusions now reached 
adoption of such legislation as may be necessary 
on the part of the United States to give effect to the proposed apreement, 
but also that the governments of the two countries will use their utmost 
efforts to bring about: such changes by concurrent legislation at Washington 


“Now, therefore, I, William Howard Taft, President of the United 
States of America, by virtue of the power vested in me by the constitution, 
do hereby proclaim and declare that an extraordinary occasion requires the 
convening of both houses of the Congress of the United States at their 
respective chambers, in the city of Washington, on the fourth of April, 1911, at 
12 o’clock noon, to the end that they may consider and determine whether the 
Congress shall by the necessary legislation make operative the agreement. 

“All persons entitled to act as members of the Sixty-second Congress 
are required to take notice of this proclamation. 

“Given under my’ hand and the seal of the United States at Washing- 
ton, the fourth day of March, in the year of our Lord, one thousand nine 
hundred and eleven, and of the independence of the United States the one

WILL NOT CONTINUE, 


Loss on Present Freight Rate 
Causes Notice to Be Served 
on ‘¥wo Steamship Compa- 
nies Concerned. 


WANT 40 PER CENT 


- COLON, C. Z.—Notice has been served 
on the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
and the California-Atlantic Steamship 
Company (Bates & Chesebrough) that 
their traffic agreement with the Panama 
tailroad Company wil] be terminated 90 
days after Jan. 19. 

This step is said to have been taken 
because experience under the new agr2e- 
ment showed that the Panama Railroad 
Company could not handle freight, ex- 
cept at a loss, on the basis of 30 per 
cent of the rate between San Francis-o 
and New York. 

No agreement has been reached as to 
ihe division to be made after the expira- 
tion of the present agreement, but it has 
been proposed that 40 per cent of the 
rate would be acceptable to the Panama 
railroad. 

Owing to the activity of the transcon-

& Power Company this week will begin 
the building of a great dam across the 
White river near Hollister. 

This dam is preparatory to obtaining 
the power thus generated for an immense 
electric light and power plant, which will 
provide light and power to every town 
in southwest Missouri. 

It is declared that the price can be 
made so low that even local electric light 
and power plants can better afford to 
deal with the new company. 

The bill permitting the corporation to 
dam the river was passed by Congress 
and signed by the President only a few 
days before the adjournment of that 
body. 

R. E. Morrison of St. Louis, with W. J. 
Szwart, chief engineer, who conducted 
the negotiations, secured $450,000 capital 
from St. Louis. 

While the measure was, pending in 
Congress the engineering work practically 
was completed, and options were aio 
on land which the dam will overflow. 

The enterprise is expected to revolu- 
tionize electric power and light service 
in the Ozarks. 

Counties at present without railway 
lines will be connected, it~is confidently 
expected, by interurban trolley systems 
within two years. The plant will be in 
operation before the end of 1911 and 
service will be furnished to every town 
within a radius of 100 miles, 

The dam will be one of the largest 
ever built for this purpose, and the fall 
secured, owing to the natural swiftness 
of the current of White river, will pro- 
vide unlimited power. 

Springfield expects to benefit greatly by 
the completion of the plant, as the city 
has suffered from want of cheap power.

CONCORD, N. H.—The Boston & Maine 
railroad is to be permitted to continue 
its present passenger and freight rates 
in New Hampshire until July 1, 1913, sub- 
ject to change by order of the public 
service commission, if recommendations 
contained in the report of the special 
rate inquiry committee of the House sub- 
mitted Monday night to the Legislature, 
are adopted. 

The repert covers the draft of a bill 
to that effect, with the proviso that if 
the rates, after investigation, are found 
unreasonable, any person may sue for 
and recover any excess over he reason- 
able maximum paid.

The quantity 
purchased decreased 35 per cent, and 
the amount manufactured in woolen 
mills for use therein fell off 10 per cent. 
In 1899 the total amount of shoddy 
consumed by woolen and worsted manu- 
facturers was 68,663,000 pounds; in 
1909, it was only 53,621,000 pounds. 
This is explained by the fact that the 
manufacture. of worsted fabries, into 
which shoddy does not. enter as a ma- 
terial to any appreciable extent, has 
increased enormously, while the’ quantity 
of woolen fabries in which shoddy is 
utilized was actually less in 1909 than 
in 1899. 

In regard to the relative amounts of 
woolen and worsted fabrics produced, it 
is interesting to note that in 1899 
the number of square yards: of worsted 
goods was 181,228,000, while in 1909 
there were 350,659,000 square yards, an 
increase of 93 per cent. On the other 
hand there were 245,723,000 square yards 
of woolen cloths made in 1899, and 220,- 
740,000 square yards in 1909, or a loss 
of 10 per cent. 


CAR LOADING IS 
HOLDING ITS OWN 


NEW YORK—Although business in the 
lines which chiefly interest Northern 
Pacific is still under the level of a year 
ago, the company’s car loading is hold- 
ing its own, and the indicated decrease 
in March earnings compared with that 
month last year is slight. 

The lumber trade, which has been un- 
der normal for two years or more, is be- 
ginning to pick up again. Orders of con- 
siderable magnitude are again: being re- 
ceived from the East, with the result 
that activity in the logging camps has 
been revived and a number of saw mills 
along the Columbia have again been put. 
in operation. 

Northern Pacific is not out of its bad 
weather period, being yet susceptible to: 
damage by the early spring freshets in’ 
many places. It was at about this time 
last year that a big rise in the northern 
rivers tied up traffic and caused a big 
property loss. So far the season has not 
been a bad one.

In_point of volume these or- 
ders are not to be compared with those 
placed in former years, neither is the 
time given to fill eontracts as favorable 
to the manufacturer, but the efficiency 
of the modern factories in despatching 
business makes early contracting in 
large amounts no longer necessary. 

Haverhill, manufacturers report an av- 
erage run ‘of business afid indications 
point to a continuance up to June | 
This city has withstood outside compe- 
tition better than any other shoe man 
ufacturing center in New England, and 
today is not only increasing its output 
but stands unequaled as a shoe produc- 
ing point of grades which have given it 
a world-wide reputation, and made it 
nationally famous. This fact reflect: 


credit upon its merghants and especially | 


so upon the goods they produce. 

Lynn is also busy. Many factori:s 
are pushed to capacity limits. and %'- 
though the major portion of the ord>;- 
call for velvets, canvas and other fab- 
rics, With Russia calf leading the leather 
goods, the general effect is the same, and 
little criticism was heard in that re- 
gard. 

A striking contrast between the mak- 
ing rooms of today with those of a few | 
years back was quite conspicuous, the 
prevailing styles, with their varying 
colors, giving a bfighter appearance to 
the surroundings than did the somber 
hues of the shoes made from the dutl 
stock which held its popularity so many 
years. Extreme caution is being exer- 
cised in regard to the buying of fabrics, 
little or no surplus being deemed advis- 
able, tor the feeling is quite general 
that the demand for these goods will 
some day cease, when a Joss will result 
even with a small stock. Therefore, 
buying to cover immediate needs ap- 
pears to be the rule. 

This idea is prevalent even among the 
retailers, and as some have stocked 
up on them quite freely, forced sales 
may be resorted to, which many believe 
would sound the knell of this unaccount- 
able innovation, which manufacturers 
were obliged to accept, even against 
obstinate objections. 

Men’s heavy goods have experienced 
no great improvement, although a few 
factories were highly favored during the 
past week, and much additional work 
was started, The good trade which 
mens fine shoes have had for the past 
six months has spread to the medium 
grades, and many of the factories are 
again busy. 

Misses’, children’s and@ infants’ shoe 
shops continue to have the same busy 
aspect which has been noticeable for 
some time back, and this is particularly 
conspicuous in the Marblehead factories. 
Orders for men’s Christmas slippers are 
about all booked, and belated buyers 
will not receive much assurance of 
prompt deliveries, as the product of 
most factories specializing these lines 
has been sold up. Orders for next 
winter’s warm ‘shoes are unusually 
backward this year, but as stocks in 
the hands of the wholesalers are known 
to be small, there is little oceasion for 
worry. 

Trading in hemlock .leather was fea- 
tureless. Last week’s sales averaged 


» small, but cable orders together with a 


few foreign buyers who were here, made 
the week’s aggregate about on a par 
with those which have passed. Cable buy- 
ing of lots over 5000 sides were remark- 
able when compared with the domestic 
buyer's habit of operating close to his 
absolute needs. 

Union and oak leather showed more 
life in new trading than has been. the

The vis- 
iting foreign buyer has sampled this 
leather and a trade has been created 
abroad which, though not erEe. appears 
promising. ' 

Glazed kid trading is improving on 
One of the larger 
handlers of this stock stated that sales 
Were increasing in the home market, 
but nothing like the trading formerly 
enjoyed was expected until the fabric 
fashion had passed away. The foreign 
shipments of glazed kid continue to 
increase. 

The leggings and overgaiters which 
are akin to the shoe trade are selling 
more freely than is generally supposed. 
A Jarge manufacturer of gaiters stated 
that the sales for 1910 approximated 
1,000,000 pairs, and as they average to 
cost the dealers 50 cents per pair, it may 
be seen that it makes a fair business 
for the few engaged in the manufactur- 
ing of them.

FIREWORKS ALSO

LWNDON—Definite arrangements have 
now been arrived at for lighting bonfires 
ii) a continuous chain at the highest 
points available in Great Brétain and Ire- 
land on the night of June 22, which will 
he coronation day. This scheme is meet- 


ing with most enthusiastic support and- 


widespread satisfaction. 

{t is said that if the bonfires are prop- 
erly built they will burn for many hours. 
The proposal is that they should be 
lighted at 10 o’clock in England and 
10:30 across the border and should burn 
brightly until 12:30 o’clock. The signal 
that will be given in England, Ireland 
and Wales will be in the form of a de- 
tonating rocket sent up at 9:55, at 10 
o'clock this will be followed by a magne- 
sium star rocket and other rockets. This 
signal will flash from point to point, until 
at 11 p. m. the chain of light will be 
established, and when all the bonfires are 
alight the national anthem is to be sung. 

Wherever possible the hills are to be 
illuminated generally with red, white and 
blue colored fires. At 11 o’clock to en- 
hance.the splendor of the scene bouquets 
of rockets are to be sent up. 

Committees are being formed in the 
various counties for the carrying out of 
this scheme, and it is possible that boy 


scouts will be called in to lend their aid } 


in collecting fuel, in building up the great 
fires, and also in preventing their being 
prematurely lighted

THOUSANDS, perhaps tens of thousands, of 
valuable patents are controlled or owned in 
this country by other than the patentees. <A 
large number of these* patents, though 
inmensely Valuable, are kept out of use. 
| That is, there is a money value in. their 
| suppression. If put to use, they might 
simplify matters that are now complicated,

they might lead to such increased production 
in certain lines as greatly to cheapen the 
output and impair invested capital. In recent years there have 
been two striking illustrations of this point. Processes that are 
now familiar to those engaged in the manufacture of steel were 
known to some of the earlier steel “magnates” long betore they 
were put into operation. They were withheld because it was thought 
their use might so cheapen production as to injure the business of 
those engaged in it. Only as a tighter hold upon the steel business 
was obtained by those interests were the processes employed. Steel 
is comparatively cheap today because of these processes, but the 
monopoly of steel manufacture is maintained through combination. 
If multiple telegraphy had been employed as soon as invented, 
telegraph companies would also have been multiplied. One great 
corporation, so it was understood, found it more profitable to lock 
up the Edison patents for years than to take advantage of them; 
as if, forsooth, there were business enough and growth enough 
anyhow, and no object in teaching adventurous capitalists how one 
wire could be made to do the work of four. 

There is little doubt today that numerous patents are held 
back because of knowledge that their use would make present meth- 
cds and existing plants obsolete. In the minds of intelligently 
observant people there is no doubt as to the reason why smoky loco- 
motives are still hauling trains. 

On the other hand, patent rights held and employed are unques- 
tionably at the bottom of some of the most gigantic monopolies. 
These patents in most cases have long since passed out of the owner- 
ship and control of the original patentee or inventor. At present, 
those who are moved by progressive thought are striving to find

doubt, that there is necessity for prohibiting outdoor Sunday games 
in localities where they would be out of keeping with the normal 
Sunday activities of the neighborhood. : 

When all is said, it is not to be wondered at that outdoor 
games on Sunday afternoons should be looked upon as a means 
of counteracting Sunday idleness. But each community, it would 
seem, ought to have the privilege of determining this need for 
itself. The measure offered by Senator George Holden Tinkham 
as a substitute for other bills relating to Sunday recreation appears 
to meet that requirement. By its provisions adoption, of the act 
permitting Sunday games, play or recreation would be optional 
with each city or town, the measure being submitted to a ref- 
erendum in each instance. Local authorities would impose what- 
ever regulations and conditions they considered advisable. Games 
on Sunday for profit, and professional contests between educational 
institutions or municipalities, properly enough, would be prohibited. 

If the time has arrived when legislation of this kind is really 
demanded, whatever concessions are granted should be planned so 
that liberty in the matter of Sunday recreation may not develop 
too wide a range of choice of diversions. People must be intel- 
ligently led rather than coerced where a question of ethics is 
involved. Seemingly it is their privilege to play in the open on 
Sunday as long as they do not interfere with order or offend those 
of quieter tastes. Granting the right of local-option to each munic- 
ipality in endeavoring to reach the decision probably would be the 
fairest way to decide either for or against more latitude as to 
what is legally proper on a day that means much to the people.

But, i 
while this direct wire communication ~ 
undoubtedly will be a benefit to these countries, increased cable 
connections across the Atlantic are bound to profit other nations 
as well. In the present instanée German activity helps to emphasize 
the fact that increased business between Europe and South America 
calls for every possible facility to further trade. The German gov- 
ernment saw proper to furnish another cable. Commerce stood as 
the good and sufficient reason for the undertaking. 

It is true that Germany has become a colonizer ‘in South 
America, and especially in Brazil. The immense natural resources 
of the southern republic have proved very attractive to the Teuton. 
Systematic methods of German craftsmen, agricultural workers, 
professional men and financiers appear to work out satisfactorily 
where it will require many years and many men to develop regions 
that are ready to respond to intelligent management. The Latin- 
American needs assistance, and German capital and German skill 
and Jabor are simply taking advantage of their opportunity. 

It can be taken for granted that so far as President Da 
Fonseca is concerned he is too good a statesman not to know that 
in the final analysis Brazilian interests and Pan-American inter- 
ests fall in with each other. When in the United States recently, 
on his way to assume the presidency of Brazil, he made it clear 
that his policy would be to foster the best commercial and political 
relations with the northern republic. This does not mean that he 
wished to curtail business with Europe. The field is large, and 
another Atlantic cable may well profit North America no less than 
the republics south of the isthmus

solutions for two problems arising from the conditions named: 
firstly, how to compel the use of all patents—meaning, of course, 
discoveries—of a character to advance human welfare; secondly, 
how to bring to a close, equitably, the monopoly of these patents 
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by private interests. Some very nice questions are involved here. 
The incentive to discovery must not, of course, be lessened or 
destroyed. A reasonable certainty of speedy and ample reward 
has stimulated discovery in this country for years, and has made 
America peculiarly the home of mechanical invention. Capital to 
the extent of billions is invested in American enterprises, of which 
the basis is the achievement of some inventive genius. The tel- 
ephone, the reapers and harvesters, the steel processes, the refinery 
of oils, shoe and clothing manutacturing machinery, the sewing 
machine, the gas engine, the typewriter, the printing press, electric 
contrivances, and a thousand and one other things protected by 
patents, will be recalled by the reader. 

There is no question that the patent right operates like a pro- 
tective tariff. But it is more difficult of attack. It should not be 
attacked emotionally or spasmodically, any more than any other

It must be clear to Dean Clark, to our contemporary and to 
the public at large that the boys alluded to here are exceptions.

It 
requires some mental effort, some “intellectual outlook” to get 
through a high or a preparatory school. There is no question but 
that many boys are misdirected in the matter of college education. 
This, however, does not affect the value of college education per se. 

It is a mistake to assume that college education is a waste of 
{ime or that it unfits a boy for the practical things of life. or that 
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legitimate right of property should be so attacked. Invention should 
be encouraged rather than discouraged. Yet there is a point at 
which private monopoly of the fruit of intellectual effort should 
cease. The law so holds at present, but the law as it exists was 
made to meet the exigencies of another and a very different period. 
It needs to be amended to meet present requirements. ‘These have 
regard for the rights of the public as well as for the tremendous 
interests that have grown out of privilege and monopoly.

THERE is plenty of evidence that sentiment 
in favor of legally sanctioning participation 
in any harmless games or play on Sundays 
has gained strength rapidly in this state.

That the thought behind an action is the correct basis by which 
to judge the merits of that action is as true today as ever. A 
man may row 4 boat, swim or ride a bicycle on a Sunday without 
being disorderly or profane. He may walk, run or jump, too, 
with no thought of irreverence. He may take a trolley ride with 
his family to the beach or the woods on a Sunday afternoon, and 
find in the sea breeze or the delicate perfume of the pine cones 
only uplifting influences. Whether people may conscientiously play 
golf or baseball on Sunday and feel that they are acting in accord 
with the best thought of that day depends largely on individual 
opinion and the effect of their example upon others. Both advocates

Evidently, such an art 
home as that proposed will be of value not only to the designers 
of New York but to those of the country at large. In art, as in 
all other fields of endeavor, union is strength. There will be no 
jealousy of New York among the sister cities that have achieved 
distinction and recognition as art centers. On the contrary, all will 
be glad if this movement shall give New York city a national acad- 
emy of design in fact as well as in name. 
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
